' idehtical note" to the powers was is- 
sued 
in pursuance of a suggestion 


from European capitals. Thus anoth- 
er great diplomatic triumph was all 
arranged in advance. 


But the folly and danger of this pro- 


ceeding lie in the fact that we are com- 
mitted thereby to interference in the 
turbulent politics of Europe. We can- 
not become a party to such movements 
without assunrng the gravest respons- 
ibilities. 
When we take the lead in 


such an enterprise our responsibility 
is ^11 the greater. 


There "are at least two great Europe- 


an powers which are vitally interest- 
ed in putting an end to the splendid 
isolation which has characterized our 
foreign policy for FO long a time. Eng- 
land wants 
an 
ally and 
Germany 


wants to break down the Monroe doc- 
trine. 
Through the fussiness of Mr. 


Hay and his overpowering desire to 
figure .conspicuously in the intrigues 
of the European capitals we appear to- 
be on -the high road to both of these 
consummation?. 


As showing how closely the Ameri- 


can'identical note involves us in the 
real basis of the guarrel between Rus- 
sia and Japan we have only to refer 
to the first clause of a proposed set- 
tlement which Japan recently made 
to Russia in these words: "A, mutual 
engagement to reswct the independ- 
ence and territorial integrity of China 
and Korea." 
- -The independence and territorial in- 
tegrity of China and Korea are now at 
stake in this'war. All the negotiations 
on the part of Japan which had this 
end in view failed for the reason that 
Russia coveted and was apparently de- 
termined to possess herself of terri- 
tory belonging to both of these coun- 
tries. 


It follows, therefore, that in taking 


Ihe lead in the wretched business of 
ihe identical note 
for the "localiza- 


tion" of the war—that is. of under- 
taking to settle the territorial results 
of the war in advance of its conclu- 
sion—we became parties to the orig- 
inal dispute and as such are in a po- 
sition, if this policy be persisted in. to 
be drawn at any moment into the ccn 
flict 


Nations which attempt to settle wars 


before they are fairly begun must be 
prepared for one oi two things. They 
roust be ready to receive a rebuff not 
at all calculated to promote self-re- 
spect and to make a precipitate re- 
treat or they mast stand ready, if their 
views are not heeded, to urge them 
with force. Few Americans wonid b-3 
inclined to look upon either one or 


these conclusions with much satisfac- 
tion.

Details of the Horrible Death of August F. Steen 


Who For Over Twenty Years Had Been in 


The Employ of the Baltimore & Ohio 


Railway Company.

August F, Steeii, aged 45 years, a 


car repairer at the B. & O. shops, was 
almost instantly killed about 3:30 Fri- 
day afternoon in the B. & O. yards, 
near Webb street, as briefly and ex- 
clusively announced in that evening's 
Advocate. 


The accident which resulted iii the 


life of a failhftri employe being crush- 
ed out. seems to have been the result 
of gross-carelessness on "the part ol" 
some one, and this but adds to the 
distressing features of the accident 


With several other employes the un- 


fortunate man was engaged at work 
on the repair track, where it~is tinder- 
stood that no engines should ran while 
the men were at work. This "is a pre- 
caution that is made necessary by the 
fact that there are men here at all 
times underneath the cars that are be- 
ing repaired. 


Steea and his companions were-re- 


pairing a passenger coach, and were 
engaged in pushing a set of wheels 
aiong the track, when aa engine, with- 
out any maning. pushed the crane car 
onto the repair track.. The three men 
were warned and two had Barrow es- 
capes, but either Steen did not hear 
ihe warning cr he slipped PS he at- 
tempted to get off the track. 


At any rate he was knocked down 


and the car passed over the right side 
of the abdcrasn, cutting the body al- 
most in two. the right leg being com- 
1/lsiely severed, 
ft is said <hat a 


switchman made a mistake in taming 
:he switch. He thought the switch 
was open, 1-nt as a matter of fad it 
was set right When he threw this 
switch it sent Ihe car onto the repair 
track before he noticed his mistake. 


Steen died almost instantly from hts 


frightful injuries. Bowers & Bradley's 
ambulance removed the body to their 
undertaking establishment *here It

fore his death received a scratch. Ho 
leaves a wife and two sons, George 
and Fred Steen, both of Newark.
